2. Claim 27 is objected to because of the language "a the battery" found in 

line 4. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 20-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. (New Rejection) 

The last three lines of claim 20 are unclear and indefinite because when the 
closure member is in a locked position as this claim recites, there is no way for the 
battery to force the closure member into a released position as the remainder of the 
claim sets forth. If the same occurred, then the battery would be released when the 
same has been locked. The only time the battery forces the closure member into a 
released position is when the battery is being received by the battery receiving portion. 

Claims 21-26, dependent on claim 20, fall therewith. 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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6. Claims 20-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
German 9319361. ('361) (New Rejection) 

Reference is made to the English language translation of '361 , and in particular 
pages 3-8, which teach a mechanism for securing a removable battery to a tool 
comprising a battery receiving portion including an upright member/flange 6/7 as seen 
in Figure 4 for rails 26/27 on the battery. The claimed closure member includes the 
latching noses 31 that are angled and directed toward the direction of a received 
battery. The closure member is disposed in the guide channel in the locked position 
and disposed outside the guide channel in the released position and the same which 
move in a transverse direction with regard to the channel as seen in Figures 5 and 8 of 
'361 . The biasing means comprises the leaf spring 30 which is biased in the locked 
position.
